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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to the claims will require further search and consideration. Claim 25 listed a system that was 
configured to perform certain actions, but the amendment to the claim presents specific parts of the system that do specific actions. The 
same is true with 26. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant on 
the use of step 1 1 . Step 1 1 is the result of the request choosing the UEA and UIA algorithms from the initial request. The broadest, 
reasonable interpretation of "including in the request for registration an indication that second security mechanism is used by the user 
equipment" provides that the user device is capable of supporting multiple algorithms. Step 1 1 is merely the result of the selection of the 
multiple algorithms, therefore, the request inherently contained a first and a second security mechanism and as stated, step 1 includes "UE 
security capability". The phrase "an indication that the second security mechanism is used by the user equipment" is not limiting the user 
device to using that second security mechanism, but is merely an indication that the security mechanism is used, but not specifically 
selected. For example, one could have a device wherein both video media and audio media are used by the device and when video media 
is being played back, the audio media is not capable of being played back and vice versa. When the video media is being played back, one 
would not say that audio media is not used by the device, but instead the audio media is not currently being used. 
Examiner states that 3G Security does not disclose "removing the request for registration in the second controller" and "the use of a 
registration request" in regards to forwarding the request for registration. Figure 7 of UMTS Security shows the registration requests 
forwarded from the user equipment to the serving controller. Bacchus discloses the removal of the nonselected ciphers. 
In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1 981 ); In 
re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., page 20 lines 1-5 and page 17 lines 4-6) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 
26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Examiner upholds the rejection of claims 1-28.. 
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
